JUST OPENED, 


A FULL LINE

New York,Septembers.—A special 
dispatch from St. Augustine, Florida, 
says: 
There ia very little dcubt but 
the steamer City of Vera Cruz, of the 
Melican line, which sailed from New 
York August 25th for Havana and 
Vera Cruz, went down in the recent 
hurricane, which has already strewn 
the coast with wrecks. 
The terrible 
discovery was made yesterday when 
portions of the mail carried by tbe 
ill-fated vessel washed ashore some 
miles south of this city. 
One mail 
bag contained letters for Caba 
and 
Mexico, which had been posted in 
Paris, France, August 13th, and an 
other lot was found with envelopes 
bearing the post-mark of New York, 
August 25th. These at once indicate 
that the lost vessel was a mail steamer 
bound for southern ports and the sur- 
mise was that it mu:)t have been 
the City of Vera Cruz as she left New 
York on the day last named. 
Closer 
examination showed several bills of 
lading of the steamer Vera Cruz.. 
Saturday afternoon a large steamer 
supposed to be the Vera Cruz, passed 
the brig Caroline Eddy, then about 
sixty miles from the coast off St. 
Augustine. 
This brig was soon after 
struck by a hurricane and wrecked, 
drifting on the be'ich near where tbe 
lost letters were discovered. 
At th« 
time the steamer was sighted she was 
headed south. 
The wind was then 
blowing hard and the gale was rising. 
The City of Vera Cruz must have been 
struck by the hurricane and whs prob 
ably foundered on Saturdny night or 
Sunday morning. 


Every hour brings news of 
S O T C 
more startling discovery in regard to 
the supposed wreck. 
The body of a 
lady and a little child were found on 
the shore, cast up by the waves. They 
were buried by a party of wreckers on 
the sands near the place where found 
This makes already five bodiep recov- 
ered, three others being the corp-esof 
unknown persons.

stand facing the Oliver hotel.

previous arrangement Dr. F. L. How, 
mayor of the city, acted as moderator 
for Mr. Landers, and the Hon.

Hubbard, 
for 
Mr. 
Po ter. 
At 2 o'clock the meeting was called to 
order by Mayor How, who, in a brief 
speech, introduced Mr. Landers, who 
on the conclusion of the applause 
which greeted him, made an open 
speech of one hour. 
He was followed 


by Hon. A. G. Porter in a speech of an 
hour and a half, and then Mr. Lan- 
ders closed with a speech half an hour 
in length. 
Mr. Landers began by

The phrases "constitutional com- 
pact," -'sovereignty of the States," 
"every confederate State," applied to 
States, and the phrases, "an iron des- 
potism," "a military despotism," ap- 
plied to the national government,and 
kindred expressions are to be found 
in this report. 


There are eminent names signed to 
the report—names of men whom 
Judge 
Taylor ought to respect. 
Among them is no less a name 
than that of Nathan Dane, framer of 
the ordinance of 1787, the charter of 
freedom for the government of the 
United States territory Northwest of 
the Ohio river. 
There are other 
names not unknown to fame, George 
Cabot, Harrison Gray Otis, James 
Hillhouse, Roger Minot Sherman, and 
in all twenty-six names of the fore- 
most men of New England. 
They 
were all federalists of the school of 
Alexander Hamilton, America's mod- 
el thinker and statesman, according 
to James A. Garfield. 


A careful reading of thedeclaratior • 
above quoted, and of the report it- 
self and a comparison of it with the 
Kentucky resolution of 1798 and 
Madison Virginia resolution of same 
year will show a marked identity 
of political doctrine in all; and we 
must conclude that if Jeflerson and 
Madison were sinners in 1798, because 
of their opposition to the Alien and 
Sedition laws of John Adams, so 
were the Hartford convention federa- 
lists of 1814, because of their opposi- 
sition to the policy of Jeflerson and 
Madison in the war of 1812.

areHrritten in letters Of blood," did 
not, aftee all, give ¿ final decision and 
he seems to want more war aud 
blood. There are men, as wise and 
patriotic perhaps as Judge Taylor, 
who have believed and still believe 
that war is never the right nor the 
best way to settle political dispu^s. 
It may settle facts, but never princi- 
ple—reason not force is the arbitrator 
of principle«. A truly wise and good 
and God-fearing people do not need

doctrines of the 
resolution ^ ^ ^ peculiar to Jeflerson 
and Madison ^ ^ 
Democratic 
party of that day. 
Possibly, Judge 
Taylor was not aware, or if he was, 
thought it discreet to* COnml his 
knowledge, that the doctrines of the 
Kentucky resolutions of 1798 were 
not peculiar to Virginia an4 Ken- 
tucky, and did not die with the I8th 
century. They flourished in North- 
ern States, and even in New England 
in 1814, if not later. 


We have before us a volume en- 
titled, "History of the Hartford Con- 
vention, by Theodore Dwight, Sec 
retary of the Convention," and on 
page oGl, we find, among others of 
kindred import, this declaration of 
political doctrine, in the report adopt- 
ed by that couvention on January 4, 
1815, viz: 


"Tkat acts of Congress in violation 
of the constitution are absolutely 
void, is an undeniable position. 


It does not, however, coasist with 
respect and forbearance due from « 
confederate State towards the general 
government, to fly to open resistance 
upon every infraction of the constitu- 
tion. The mode and the energy of 
the opposition, should always conform 
to the nature of the violation, the 
intention of its authors, the extent of 
the injury inflicted, the determina- 
tion manifested to persist in it, and 
the danger of delay. But in cases of 
deliberate, dangerous, and palpable 
infractions of the constitution, affect- 
iwj the aoverdgnty of a State, and lib- 
erties of the psople; it is not only the 


England States from a practical as- 
sertion of the doctrines of the Hart- 
ford cc-nventioa of Dec. 15,1814, and 
of the Keniucky resolution of 179^, 
is one of the questions about which 
history will speculate without a de- 
cision. We commend it to Judge 
Taylor as a dead issue worth retur- 
rection, but in its discussion we hope 
he will not further dishonor Jeflerson 
and Madison, without giving tO Na- 
than Dane and George Cabot and 
their associates, their due share of his

Harrison, too 
apparently conscious that the secre 
tary had not saved his comrade's ba 
con, puts in an appearance, not only 
as counsel, but as proxy and vica 
rioua substitute for the defendant. In 
fact not these alone, but all the great 
Goliahs of the Republican party are 
ruBhing in full armor upon the little 
David who, armed only with the sling 
and a pebble of truth, first laid the 
swaggering Philistine prone on the 
ground.

hind the Kellogg returns and to ''open 
up every ballot box and to examine 
every ballot that had been cast by 
seven millions of Americans," he yet,

riage in Tebyuary, 1875. She had, 
however, only been an inmate of the 
house of ill-fame a few weeks before 
the shooting.

Baltimore, Sept. 9.—A special from 
Danville, Va., states that the jury in 
the case of T. J. De Jarnette, who 
has been on trial for the past four 
days for the murder of his sister, Mol- 
lie De Jarnette, in a house of ill-fame, 
returned a verdict of murder in the 
first decree, with a recommendation 
for mercy. A motion was made for a 
new trial, and the court appointed 
Friday next for hearing the argument 
of counsel. 
The case has excited ex- 
traordinary interest, and the verdict 
proves a great surprise, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the brutal killing of 
the unfortunate girl was fully admit- 
ted. The jury was composed of nine 
whites and three negroes, and able 
counsel were employed in the case, 
both for the pro3ecution and defense. 
During the trial the prisoner, a young 
and rather handsome man, was appa- 
rently unmoved by the story of the 
terrible tragedy as related by the wit- 
nesses. P. J. Burton testified that he 
took 


THE DYING DEPOSITION 
of Mollie De Jarnette in the house of 
ill-fame where she had been livin»», 
known as "Blonde hall," on July 8. 
In reply to a question by the mayor 
she said she knew that she was dying; 
she said her brother had treated her 
brutally, though she loved him dear- 
ly, and did not wish to see him pun- 
ished for hiiving killed her. 
Her 
brother said to her: "Mollie, I did it 
for your good. 
I had rather see you 
dead than lead a life of this sort. 
I 
did it as a warning for my little sister, 
and if it was to be done over again I 
would do the same thing to save her." 
During this conversation the prisoner 
was cool and collected, and admitted 
that he was wrong. 
Witness further 
testified that De Jarnette said that 
the evening before he learned that 
his sister was in the house of ill fame, 
and that he was maddened by the in- 
telligence. He at once 


DETERMINED TO KILL HEB, 
and took the first train for Danville. 
He drank a glass of beer and then 
went directly to the house. She was 
called down to the parlor, and he 
asked her to go to her room, saying 
that he wished to see her privately. 
She took him to her room, whereupon 
he locked the door and drew his pis- 
tol, but did not recollect what hap- 
pened afterward. 
Lelia Lester, pro 
prietresa of Blonde hall, testified that 
she saw De Jarnette upstairs with 
his sister, and soon after heard a 
pistol shot. 
When the door was 
burst open saw De Jarnette standing 
in the room with a pistol in hia hands 
and Mollie on the floor, bleeding from 
three wounds. 
Witness removed the 
clothing from the dying girl, and as 
she was doing ao De Jarnette inquired 
of witneM if she pertuaded Mellie to 
come there, to which she (Mollie) 
»nawered: "No, brother." 
He then 
•aid he came to kill hia siiter, and al- 
so the landlady. 
A policeman, who 
was also present after the shooting, 
testified that when they started to 
leave the room Miss De Jarnette put 
her arms around her brother's neck 
and 


ABKED HIM TO KISS HER GOOD BYE. 


He did so, ^nd while in that posi- 
tion he said; "This is the kiss of 
death." On his way to jail he said 
he came to Danville for the purpose 
of killing his sister, and was not sor- 
ry for what he had done, and was 
ready to t.ike the consequences for 
his act. Dr. Hoyt testified that when 
he entered the room'the prisoner ex- 
claimed : "I have done the deed and 
have no regrets for it," 
Miss De 
Jarnette then 
said: "My brother 
shot me, but I want him forgiven for 
what he has done." He then ap- 
proached the bed and was tenderly 
embraced by the girl, who asked him 
to give her a farewell kiss, which he 
did. There were five bullet wounds 
in Miss De Jarnette, and she lingered 
several days. Another witness testi- 
fied that after the first shot was fired 
Miss De Jarnette fell on her knees and 
begged him to spare her life, but he 
continued to fire upon her. 
Du^ng 
her fatal illness he asked the name of 
her seducer, and she replied that

Despite the wishes and predictions 
of the Republican organs in this city, 
the Democracy are gradually coming 
together, and there is no doubt that 
the present situation of affairs in this 
county points to a complete and thor- 
ough union between the supporters of 
Tammany and Irving halls before the 
meeting of the State convention on 
the 28th inst.

Rev. Wolfgang Simon Stubenatzy 
pastor of Emanuel's German Luther- 
an Church, died at his late residence 
No. 241 West Jefferson street, in the 
presence of his wife and members of 
his family." 


Rev. Wolfgang Simon Stubenatzy 
was born at Fuerth, Bavaria, in 1829. 
After his confirmation he entered the 
seminary of 
Rev. Loehe, at New 
Dettelsaw, Bavaria. 
In the year 1848 
he came to Fort Wayne and entered 
the Concordia seminary, of this city 
to prepare for the ministry. 
He was 
examined in 1849 in presence of the 
members of the Missouri Synod, then 
in session at Fort Wayne, and accept- 
ed at only 20 years old a call of the 
Lutheran congregation at Cooper' 
Grove, Ills. 
In 1862 he was called by 
St. Paul's congregation of this city aa 
assistant of Rev. Dr. Sihler. 
Within 
seven years the 
congregation had 
grown 
so large 
that the mem 
bers 
thereof 
being 
west 
Harrison street formed a new congre 
gation, known as St. Emanuel's, am. 
located on West Jefiferson street, and 
called Rev. Stubenatzy as their pastor 
Under his faithful and able ministry 
this congregation has grown to be one 
of the largest in the city, having 
membership of about 25U. Since the 
year 1878 Rev. Stubenatzy has al 
ways been the president of the Mid 
die District of the German Lutheran 
(Missouri) 
Synod, 
comprising 
the 
Lutheran 
congregations 
of 
the 
Synod 
composed 
of 
the 
States of Indiana and Ohio—about one 
hundred congregations in all. 
For 
many years he has also been the Pres- 
ident of the Board of Trustees of Con- 
cordia College, of this city. 
He was 
a man greatly beloved not only by the 
members of his own church, but by 
the people of the city as well. 
His 
great zeal in the cause of the Master, 
his eminent ability, and the great love 
for his people shone pre-eminently in 
all his walk through life. 
After a 
life of usefulness here below it can be 
truthfully said of him that he has 
gone to occupy one of the many 
mansions prepared for him in his 
Heavenly Father's House—to receive 
the Crown of Righteousness that has 
long since been laid up for him. 
He 
leaves a wife and six children to 
mourn their loss, his oldest son being 
a minister of the gospel, while his 
oldest daughter is the wife of Mr. 
Martin Detzer, a druggist of this.city. 


Yesterday Rev. Stubenatzy preach- 
ed in the morning at the usual hour 
and also conducted the Sacrament of 
Lord's Supper in the presence of 
a large congregation. 
If the after- 
noon 
he 
also 
conducted 
re- 
ligious services and visited a number 
of the sick and enfeebled members of 
his congregation. 
In the evening he 
visited the residence of Dr. Proegler 
in the west end of the city, and per- 
formed the service of Baptism. 
At 
10 o'clock last night he retired to bed 
in his accustomed health, and awak 
ened at 3 this morning feeling quite 
ill. 
He told the members of his 
family not to be worried about his 
condition, and also requested them 
not to send for the family physician 
as he deemed it not necessary. 
He 
walked 
the 
floor 
for 
a 
short 
time, 
and 
then 
again 
re 
tired. 
At 
5 
o'clock 
his 
wife 
awoke and hearing him breathe with 
that peculiar shortness indicative of 
the near approach of death, and be- 
ing unable to speak, 
she 
became 
alarmed and immediately dispatched 
for Dr. 
Proegler, 
but 
before the 
medical gentleman arrived the spirit 
of the dying man had fled to the 
unseen world. 
The cause of his death 
was pronounced to b3 paralysis of the 
heart. 
He was aged 51 years, and his 
funeral will take place on Thursday 
next. 
Services appropriate to the oc- 
casion will be held in St. Emanuel's 
Church and conducted by Rev. Dr. 
Sihler.
